REPORT OF CHAIRMAN OF THE BUDGET 
COMMITTEE MADE AS AN ADDITION TO 
THE FINANCIAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


In addition to the amounts of money recommended in 
this report, your committee has certain other sugges- 
tions that it wishes to present at this time. 

The Committee carefully considered the condition of 
the three County Buildings and thoroughly agree that 
rather extensive repairs and alterations need to be 
accomplished. They have also noted that there is not 
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available at present enough shelf space at the Registry 
of Deeds in which to place all of the books, accordingly 
about 150 volumes are on the floor or on a table. 

It is the feeling of your Committee that this situation 
should be corrected. We have asked the representative 
of an office equipment concern to study the situation and 
see if different equipment or arrangement of present 
equipment would solve the situation satisfactorily for 
any length of time. If such is found to be the case, then 
the change should be accomplished forthwith; if not, 
then a decision should be made whether to make an 
addition to the present office space or remodel the Court- 
house and move the Clerk of Courts office into it. 

Accordingly we are recommending that the money 
received from the sale of the Londonderry property, 
together with the proceeds of such other property as 
may be disposed of be set aside as a Capital Reserve 
Fund for repairs and building fund for our county 
buildings. 

Your committee also took note of the fact that the 
farming operation at the County Home is far more 
extensive than need be for the institutions needs. Its 
entrance into the commercial field raises a question as 
to how far a public institution should compete with 
private industry, particularly when there is a surplus 
of products produced. There is also some question as to 
whether or not the over all operation does not result in 
a net loss to the county. While we do not feel a hasty 
decision on this matter is adviseable we do recommend 
the Delegation authorize the forming of a Committee 
to study this matter and report to this Delegation before 
the next budget is adopted.

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COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


As required by Statute, the Board of Rockingham 
County Commissioners herewith present their Annual 
Report and also the required Annual Reports of the 
several other County Officers. : 


Another favorable year respecting expenditures has 
found at year end an unexpended balance of the County 
Budget, which, when added to Cash On Hand at begin- 
ning of year, has left the sum of $39,344.69 to be de- 
ducted from the requested budget to be raised by County 
Tax for the year 1952. 


Expenditures for Direct Relief (Support of Poor off 
the Farm) showed a very encouraging decrease, the sum 
spent in 1951 being $48,329.63 as compared to $84,- 
983.40 during the preceding year. The sums spent for 
Board and Care of Children (neglected and dependent) 
and for Old Age Assistance remained very close to those 
for preceding year while the Operation of Superior Court 
showed upward variation of approximately $2,000.00. 


The County Home at Brentwood was again operated 
within its budget. Studies by this Board are continuing 
with hope that the County Delegation may authorize 
necessary expenditures for reopening the Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital for the care of chronic cases. 


The County Jail at Portsmouth has been sold to the 


City, and the money received has been set up in a special 
fund. 


Fo all the employees of the County, officials of the 
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towns and City of Portsmouth who have aided us in the 
administration of County affairs, and to all individuals, 
clubs and organizations who have kindly contributed to 
the welfare and happiness of the inmates of our Institu- 
tion, we are very grateful.

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FINANCIAL REPORTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A & I) 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1948-1949 and December 31, 1949-1950 
are presented in Exhibits A and I, respectively. As in- 
dicated therein, the Net Debt decreased by $55,356.02 
during 1949. In 1950, an increase of $6,300.71 was made 
in the Net Debt, making a net decrease of $49,055.31 
during the two year period under review.

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Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


An examination was made of all orders issued by the 
Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior Court during 
the periods under review. Supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls were likewise examined and the classification of 
expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as 
of December 31, 1950, is indicated in Exhibit M-2. 


Clerk of the Superior Court - 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Rockingham County were ex- 
amined. Court receipts were checked by source, insofar 
as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


County Home and Hospital 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Home and the Mitchell Memorial Hospital 
were examined. Receipts of the Home and Hospital 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
deposits in the bank to the credit of the County Treas- 
urer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Institutions for the years 1949 and 1950 are 
presented in Exhibits F and N, respectively. 


Bonded Indebtedness 


The bonded debt of the County, as of December 31, 
1950, amounted to $120,000.00. A statement of bonded 
indebtedness showing annual maturities of principal 
and annual interest requirements is included in Exhibit R. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 


Budgetary Procedure: 


In the report of our previous biennial audit, it was 
recommended that Rockingham County adopt the stand- 
ard budgetary procedure which is prescribed for all 
counties. This provides that the appropriation items as 
contained in the budget should represent the actual 
amounts required for the various functions of county 
government and that estimated revenue should be de- 
ducted from total estimated expenditures in determining 
the amount of county tax. It is noted that the county 
budget for 1951 has been made out in accordance with 
this recommendation. 


Cancelled or Voided County Farm Checks: 


In any case where a check which is issued at the 
County Farm is subsequently cancelled or voided, the 
County Treasurer should be notified immediately in 
order that he may deduct the amount of such check 
from his total expenditures and thereby bring his 
accounts into balance with the records at the County 
Farm. This procedure should be followed instead ot 
the current practice of entering such cancelled or voided 
checks as receipts by the County Treasurer. 


County Farm Receipts: 


It was noted that occasionally a payment of a County 
Farm account or a refund was made directly to the 
County Treasurer and entered in his records without 
being reported to the office at the County Farm. In 
order that the County Farm records may reflect all 
receipts of the Farm and be in agreement with the 
Treasurer’s accounts, it is reeommended that any receipts 
of the Farm which may be received by the County Com- 
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missioners or Treasurer be turned over to the office 
at the County Farm in order that such receipts may be 
recorded and deposited in the proper manner. 


Refunds, which may be strictly interpreted as such, 
may be credited to the proper appropriation accounts 
rather than to estimated revenue. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure with exceptions as noted, con- 
formed to the standard procedure prescribed by this 
Division. 


In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
essential features should be published in the next annual 
report of the County. This letter of transmittal should 
be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits 
is optional. 


The appreciation and thanks of the members of this 
Division is hereby expressed to the officials of Rock- 
ingham County and the office staff for the assistance 
rendered during the course of the audit.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
for the County of Rockingham: 


For the first time since records were kept your Sheriffs 
department has investigated more than two cases per 
day for every day in the year, or seven hundred and 
thirty-six cases. There were two cases of man-slaughter 
within the county during 1951. Both of these cases were 
investigated with the able assistance of the Derry Police 
Department. A conviction was obtained in one of these 
cases and in the other the Honorable Court accepted a 
plea of “guilty”. Both are now serving their sentences 
in the State prison at Concord. Practically every form of 
criminal offense has been investigated through the 
year and but very few of them have not been disposed 
of at the present time. 


Much favorable comment has been made in regard 
to the fine job of re-decorating which has been made in 
both the Portsmouth and the Exeter court houses. They 
are now much pleasanter to work in and I believe the 
general public is well pleased with the results. They 
now compare most favorably with other County build- 
ings within our State. 


Our two terms of Superior Court in 1951 were very 
busy ones. The Spring term was presided over by our 
own Justice from Rockingham County with whom it is 
always a pleasure to work with, Judge Stephen M. 
Wheeler. The long Fall term has been most ably handled 
by Judge Harold E. Wescott. Many civil as well as crim- 
inal cases were handled at these two terms of Court. 
I am pleased to report that our criminal cases are 
very Well cleared up, and as to the civil cases, we cannot 
expect to get them caught up until we either have longer 


\ 
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terms of Superior Court, or a third session such as is 
now held in Hillsborough County. While Rockingham 
County is the second largest and busiest in the State, 
this cannot be expected to materialize until such time 
as another Superior Court Judge is appointed to the 
bench. 


Owing to the call to the service of the United States 
of America we have once more lost a County Solicitor 
during the middle of the year. Lindsey R. Brigham 
Esquire, who started in a regular term on January Ist, 
1951, went into the service early in October and Attorney 
Thomas J. Morris took over the work of the County 
Solicitor. It was a pleasure to work with both of these 
gentlemen and I want to assure the citizens of Rocking- 
ham County that these men have made capable and 
efficient Solicitors, devoting much of their time, both 
day and night to work connected with the County. 


Your Sheriff’s department has enjoyed the same co- 
operation and assistance from other County, State and 
local officers that we have enjoyed in the past, and we 
are grateful to all of them for their helpful assistance. 
This list also includes our Board of County Commis- 
sioners and all other elective County officers. Also our 
Clerk of Court, Arthur J. Call, Jr., and our two Medical 
Referees. Mr. Donald Sweeney of the Probation De- 
partment, members of the Motor Vehicle and Conserva- 
tion Departments, City Marshall William J. Linchey and 
the members of the Portsmouth Police Department, also 
the Chiefs of Police and all members of all local Police 
Departments in our County. The several Municipal 
Court Judges and Clerks of Court in the County have 
done everything within their power to accommodate 
and assist my Deputies and myself for which all of us 
are very grateful. Supt. and Mrs. Hilton have as usual 
been most co-operative and they perform a great service 
to our County in their management of the County Home. 
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The Budget Committee of Rockingham County as well 
as the members of our County delegation have made a 
big step forward in the set up of law enforcement and 
the protection of property by authorizing the radio 
system for the County and various towns within the 
County. Three radios have already been installed in 
three cars. The antenna for the central unit has been 
installed at a heighth of thirty feet above the Adminis- 
tration building at the County Home at Brentwood and 
now our technician Mr. Lloyd Currier is awaiting the 
arrival of the central unit which the Commissioners and 
Supt. Hilton have decided to have installed in the ad- 
ministration building in the same room in which the 
automatic telephone exchange for the County Home is 
located. We believe that this will be an ideal place as it 
will be in a convenient well lighted place, in which to 
work, should work be required on the unit, and will also 
be accessable to both the Administration office and the 
Jailer’s office so that either the bookkeeper or the Jailer 
can operate the central unit which assures us of practica!l- 
ly twenty-four hour service. 


We hope that the various town police and fire de- 
partments within our County will avail themselves of 
the service which this wonderful central station at the 
County Home has provided. It will give wonderful 
coverage in any section of Rockingham County twenty- 
four hours of the day by just the purchase of such 
mobile units as your town is willing to provide for the 
protection of its citizens and their property. As you 
all know the criminal of today no longer travels by 
foot or horse and buggy. High powered cars permit them 
to gain much headway in a short space of time. Therefore 
it is necessary for us to have modern equipment whereby 
‘ we may notify members of our department of the 
direction such criminals are traveling, if we are to ap- 
prehend them within our State. 
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I congratulate our County Delegation and our County 
Commissioners on the fine start they have given to 
my department and the various town departments that 
are willing to avail themselves of radio and I am going 
to ask the Delegation for three more mobile units this 
year. My department had an unexpended balance of some 
fifteen hundred dollars on ‘“prisoner’s boarded’, and 
other items that came under the direction of your 
Sheriff’s department. Three units will cost about fifteen 
hundred and seventy-five dollars installed, and will 
equip the deputies cars that are on the road on the 
average of seven or eight hours or more per day, with a 
two way radio which in turn will provide greater help 
to every town. 


Again may I remind you that the services of the 
sheriff’s department are available in any way at any 
time. Because of the desire of many citizens in the 
western part of our county the year of 1952 will see 
the name of Mr. Kenneth M. Bisbee of Derry added te 
the list of Deputy Sheriffs. I am also pleased to announce 
the appointment of Mr. Fred C. Brening of East Kings- 
ton as a special deputy in the department. At this time 
I also extend to my department my appreciation for 
efficient work in their line of duty and submit a list of 
all deputies for the coming year.

The writer assumed the duties of the office of County 
Solicitor for Rockingham County on September 10, 1951, 
due to the recall of Lindsey R. Brigham, Esq. to active 
service in the United States Army. Prior to that time 
Mr. Brigham had spent many hours with the writer, 
instructing him as to the nature of his duties. 

Due to Mr. Brigham’s instructions and the helpful 
co-operation of the law enforcement officers, judges, 
clerks of court, other officials, and the citizens of Rock- 
ingham County, the work of the solicitor was not as: 
difficult as it first appeared to be. ot 

Due to the change in office, the full een on the 
number and type of cases handled by the solicitor’s office 
is not available. The writer handled cases in six of the 
municipal courts in criminal cases, appearing several 
times in a number of the municipal courts. 

Attached to this report is a summary of the cases 
handled in the Rockingham County Superior Court 
between September 10, 1951 and December 31, 1951, 
indicating the number of offenders, the type of offense, | 
and the disposition of the case.

Of 341 soil test recommendations given by the 
Agricultural Agent during the last two years an 
analysis of the samples showed that: 51.9 percent 
or over one-half were very low in calcium and 
only a little over one-third were high in calcium. 
In case of phosphorus 73.6 percent or approx- 
imately three-fourths of the samples were low 


vel: 
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in phosphorus and only 6 percent were high. In 
case of potash 68 percent were low in potash and 
18.4 percent or less than one-fifth of the samples 
tested high. In general one might conclude that 
from one-half to three-fourths of our soils in 
Rockingham County are low in the three above 
essential elements. The fact that 37 percent of 
the soil samples were high in calcium shows a 
need for testing soils in order that materials may 
be used where most needed. In 1951, of 229 
samples tested, 140 of the samples or 63 percent 
showed that the aluminum in the soil was high 


enough to be troublesome. Nineteen of the 229 


soils or over eight percent showed magnesium 
deficiency. As to pH or degree of acidity or 
alkalinity the soils varied from a low pH of 4.2 
(very acid) to a high of 8.1 (alkaline) with an 
average of 5.9 for 229 samples. Approximately 
one-third of the soils were in a pH range suitable 
for growing clover and alfalfa and two-thirds 
were below a desirable pH for legumes such as 
clover and alfalfa.

ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 1951

Some indication of the demand for the services of 


the County Forester may be gathered from the 


fact that 718 contacts with woodland owners and 
operators on forestry business were made during 
the year. 

The services rendered range from advice on tree 
planting and the proper species to plant to tree 
harvesting and the best cutting methods to employ 
to insure a continuous crop of timber from the 
forest. The marking and estimating of timber 
for cutting; assistance in locating buyers for 
standing timber and logs; assistance in making 
out timber sale contracts. 

An indication of the growing acceptance of 
partial cutting, rather than clearcutting, by saw- 
mill operators may be gathered from the fact that 
during this year eighteen operators bought timber 
that was marked for cutting. Six years ago when 
the County Forester was first employed, two 
operators bought marked lots. The largest sale 
of this kind involved an estimated half-million 
board feet of standing timber. 


Demonstration Woodlots Marked: 

In order to bring good forest cutting practices to 
the attention of the greatest number of people, 
wood lots demonstarting these practices have 
been established in each township. Additionai 
demonstration woodlots are continually being 
established.

The following is an example of a typical contact 
with a forest land owner. 


Mr. X. bought a farm in one of our towns in 
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September. He came into my office seeking advice 
on what he should plant on some of the run-out 
land that he wasn’t going to use for pasture or 
crops. I arranged to look over this area with 
him and recommended white spruce for Xmas 
trees, as he wanted something on which he could 
get a fairly quick return. As there was a white 
pine lot adjacent to the area he was going to 
plant I suggested we take a walk through it. 

The stand was 45 to 55 years old and in need 
of thinning. In some areas there were groups of 
pine 60 to 70 years old and ready for harvesting. 
The woodlot covered 35 acres. I pointed out to Mr. 
X that the woodlot had had no previous manage- 
ment and needed some cutting in order to maintain 
a good rate of growth. I also pointed out that he 
could get some income from the timber and leave 
it in excellent condition to grow and make another 
good cut of timber in 15 to 20 years. 

He agreed to follow my recommendations and 
arranged time off from his job to act as tallyman 
when I marked the lot. In 244 days we marked 
125,000 board feet of timber. 

I suggested several prospective buyers to Mr. X 
and assisted him in writing a timber sale contract 
that would protect his interests as well as the 
buyers. He sold the stumpage for $10.00 per 
thousand board feet to a sawmill operator in the 
county and got a check for $1,250.00. 

The sawmill had been operating about two weeks 
when Mr. X called me on the phone. He said, 
“My wife and I were down in the woodlot Sunday 
and had a look around. We were pleased to find 
we still have a nice forest left. We will be able to 
sell some more timber in a few years. The wood- 
lot sure looks good,” and he expressed his appre- 
ciation for the help I had given him. 
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Plan of Work: 

An over all plan of work for the year is prepared 
in order that the forester can contact the largest 
possible number of forest land owners. This plan 
of work is reviewed by the Forestry Commodity 
Committee of the Farm Bureau and the Rocking- 
ham County Forest Advisory Board.

Cooperation with the Agricultural Conservatioi 
Program of the Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration: 

Where a farmer has applied for payment for 
doing woodland improvement work or planting 
under the A. C. P. program the County Forester 
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has gone over the woodlot to determine whether 
it was suitable for woodland improvement and 
has recommended the practices to be followed. 
Usually this work consists of cutting grey birch, 
soft maple and oak out of white pine stands and 
thinning white pine stands to stimulate growth.

Cooperation with the Veterans Administration: 
The County Forester is a member of the county 
committee for the Veterans Administration “In- 
stitutional On-Farm Training Program’’. 


Cooperation with Selectmen in Connection with 
the Forest Conservation and Taxation Law: 

This assistance may be given in several different 
ways such as advice on acreage, stumpage values, 
or where the owner has applied for tax abatement 
for following good cutting practices the county 
forester will examine the woodlot with the select- 
man in order to advise him as to whether or not 
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the cutting meets the minimum cutting standards 
so that he can decide whether to allow the owner 
a tax abatement. 

The forester examined several woodlots with 
selectmen a year ago, a number of these men are 
well qualified to determine whether or not a wood- 
lot will meet the minimum cutting standards. 
Usually the foresters assistance has been needed 
only where the woodlot was a border line case. 


Pairs: 

At the Deerfield Fair a black and white trans- 
parency 24” x 80” showing selective cutting was 
used to point up forestry activities in the county. 
An excellent exhibit of 16 transparencies on 
forestry was used in the New Hampshire Build- 
ing at the Eastern States Exposition.

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HOME DEMONSTRATION WORK

In 1951 Home Demonstration Work was carried on in 
each of the thirty-seven communities in Rockingham 
County. All but five towns had active groups. These 
towns were Sandown, Raymond, Nottingham, Newton, 
and Fremont. However, individual contacts were main- 
tained there throughout the year. In Portsmouth Mrs. 
Charles Knibbs served as Home Demonstration Agent. 
The city has a separate program that is not included in 
this report.

These figures show in comparison with previous re- 
ports, an increase in tours, meetings held by local leaders, 
and other Extension meetings as sukject matter and 
conferences. There was a slight decrease in the number 
of method demonstrations, but the average attendance 
was increased from 12-13. Leader Training schools 
showed an increase in average attendance over lasi 
year. Leaders held meetings increased and the attendance 
was maintained at 10 or 11 since 1947. Thus 1951 saw 
an increase in Home Demonstration Work. 


Under 1951 projects the communities in Rockingham 
County concentrated their interests on: 


Food: consumer education in food marketing with 
emphasis on weekly market features, plentiful foods, 
comparison of different foods in frozen, canned, and 
fresh form for economy and nutritive values, meal plan- 
ning on a weekly basis, tours to see Boston, Marketing 
Terminal, fish pier, chain store food handling, and 
Manchester banana marketing, tour of University of 
New Hampshire Horticultural Farm to see plant breed- 
ing and ask questions on production; food and preserva- 
tion clinics, shopping for meat, new varieties of fruits 
and vegetables, and a correspondence course on home 
gardening; hospitality in the home, and quantity cookery. 


Clothing: clothing selection, buying children’s cloth- 
ing, dressmaking, tailoring principles, sewing shortcuts 
and up to the minute methods, mending shortcuts, use of 
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sewing machine and attachments and used clothing 
cooperatives. 


Home Management: upholstering, slip covering, re- 
finishing, reseating, financial planning, Christmas dec- 
orations, floral arrangement, lampshade making, kitchen 
planning and storage, home landscaping, information on 
wills and deeds, home recreation principles. 


Health: sewing for the N. H. Cancer Society, and 
showing of film on cancer. ! 


Craft: naturecraft by local leaders. 


Citizenship: information on head tax, wills and 
deeds, tour of General Court and State Police Depart- 
ment, tour of Court House, Registry of Deeds and Pro- 
bate, and Exeter Police Station, and tour of Manchester 
Therapy Center of N. H. Society of Crippled Children 
and Handicapped Persons. 

Local leaders conducted the projects of Dollars and 
Sense in Buying Foods, Sewing for N. H. Cancer Society, 
Mending and Sewing Shortcuts, Gift Suggestion meet- 
ing, Clothing Cooperatives, Reseating, Lampshade Mak- 
ing, Wills and Deeds, Home Landscaping, and Home 
Recreation. 

In 1951 372 local leaders gave voluntarily 854 days of 
time in the furtherance of Home Demonsiration Work. 
This sharing of responsibility makes it possible for more 
people to be served than ever before. Demands for classes 
are constantly increasing so the use of trained leaders 
is the logical solution. Their cooperation is most gratify - 
ing. 

To decide on policies there is an Advisory Council of 
thirteen women. They met four times during the year to 
make decisions on programs. Membership is geographic 
and rotating with a four year term in office. 

During the year efforts were continued to reach people 
by various methods: meetings, demonstrations, talks, 
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tours, exhibits, radio, news articles monthly circular 
letters, correspondence, bulletins, home visits, movies, 
and office and telephone calls. 

In 1952 the Home Demonstration program will em- 
phasize: Community Meals (quantity cookery), Food 
from Other Lands, Hospitality in the Home, Wise Food 
Buymanship, Meal Planning, Poison Ivy Control, Sewing 
for the Field Army, Laundering vs. Dry Cleaning, Good 
Grooming, Remodeling Clothes, Refinishing Furniture, 
Simple Home Repairs, Reseating, Lampshade Making, 
Household Pests and Their Control, and Citizenship in- 
formation. 

Any individual or group of ten or more homemakers 
can participate in Home Demonstration Work activities. 
The educational programs and activities are available 
to groups and organizations in the county. For furthur 
information, contact your County Home Demonstration 
Agent, Extension Service Office 61 Water Street, Exeter, 
INH: 
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4-H CLUB WORK 
ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 
1915 - 1951 


4-H work for the Four fold training of Youth was 
first organized in Rockingham County in 1915. 

In 1951 there were 502 boys and 809 girls enrolled in 
ninety-seven 4-H Youth Extension Clubs. 96 other older 
Youth attended Youth Institutes and Tours and meetings 
which were a part of the 4-H Youth Extension Program. 
This makes a total of 1,407 Youth that 4-H Programs 
in Rockingham County has helped to develop during the 
past year. 

186 Local Leaders held 1,083 Club Meetings with an 
attendance of 11,290. Eighty-nine of the 4-H Clubs meet 
regularly twice a month. The leaders help members plan 
and carry out club activities and programs such as Health 
Improvement and Community service. They teach mem- 
bers to sew, cook, raise their gardens and livestock. 
Leaders demonstrate the work to be done and guide, 
advise and encourage members over the hard places. 


HOME ECONOMICS PROJECTS 


The Clothing Project is still the most popular project 
with 492 girls enrolled making 829 dresses and coats and 
910 other articles. They also mended 848 socks. 4-H 
members received training in cutting and construction, 
clothing selections, styles, color and care and repair 
of clothes. 

340 Food Members prepared 4,061 meals, packed 2,118 
lunch boxes and cooked 12,121 dishes including soups, 
bread, meats, vegetables, and desserts. They learn to 
plan, prepare and serve well balanced, attractive meals. 

78 members canned 4,213 qts. of fruit and vegetables. 

12 members froze 1,012 lbs. or 14 ton of food. 

The following members each canned over 100 qts.

AGRICULTURE 


In May Ernest George replaced Roy E. Worthen as 
Assistant Club Agent and worked until he enlisted in 
the Army on November 14th. 

146 Boys and 39 girls raised 14.9 acres of vegetables 
and worked 1,277 hours in the family garden beside. 

62 Poultry Members raised 9,491 birds. 

55 Dairy Members owned 59 animals. 

Livestock included 2 Beef animals, 115 Rabbits, 3 Pigs 
and 3 Sheep. The smallest number in years due in part 
at least to the high cost of grain and animals. 117 enrolled 
in Forestry improving 20 acres of wits and planting 
10,925 pine seedlings. 

180 boys enrolled in Agricultural Engineers which 
included 185 in Shop, 43 in Electricity and Tractor 
maintainence. 
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Health activity is required of all members. This 
included checking and making improvements in Food, 
Health, and Posture Habits. Collecting for Red Cross, 
_ cancer control, TB, Polio (March of Dimes) and crippled 
children. Health films, Health plays and other Health 
programs are held. 


OTHER PROJECTS 


Safety Rockingham County won the 4-H State Safety 
Plaque for 1951. 14 members—10 boys and 4 girls did 
excellent projects in Home Saftey. They made a survey 
of hazards and every member corrected all that they 
could, 29 things were corrected, broken steps repaired 
or replaced, bottom steps painted white, debris removed 
from stairs, etc. 

369 members received swimming and water safety 
instruction. 79 passed Red Cross swimming tests and 7% 
passed Life Saving. Ann Carroll who passed Swimming 
and Life Saving tests at 4-H Camp was a very efficient 
Life Guard at Kingston Pond and several other former 
4-H campers had waterfront positions at Summer Camps 
this summer. 


Craft 22 boys and 149 girls made 1,330 articles of 
metal, leather, shell and wood in their 4-H Clubs. 629 
more were made at 4-H Camp. 


Many members have earned quite a bit of money from 
sales of craft articles they made. A boy in Plaistow 
learned to make shell jewelry at 4-H Camp in 1950. 
Since then he has sold over $150. worth to gift shops. 
A girl in Derry sold over 100 bracelets and a club in 
Londonderry earned half enough for their new electric 
sewing machine from sale of craft articles. 


Junior Leadership 74 older members did Leadership 
work as assistant Club or project leaders or counselors at 
4-H camp. A new leader said the other day — ‘Those 
junior leaders are: more help than my adult assistant. 
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Of course all had been in another 4-H club for 4 or 3 
years so know the answers and they also have ideas of 
their own.” 


ACTIVITIES 


4-H activities are many and varied. Some are held 
by local clubs i.e. parties and hikes county wide either for 
educational purpose or as a reward for work well done. 


CAMP 


. Two day camps at Windham and Kingston with 232 

members attended and 11 leaders received Craft train- 
ing at these. 

One County Camp - 2 weeks at Bear Hill Pond Camp - 
217 different members and 10 leaders attended. Rock- 
ingham County 4-H Camp has completed 22 successful 
seasons. In spite of the high cost of living we’ve man. 
aged to keep the fee of this 4-H camp down to $11 a week 
so. children who don’t have much money can afford tc 
attend. The camp is self supporting. We pay $100 « 
week rent to the State Forestry Dept., and hire a Busi- 
ness Manager, Trained Nurse, cook and cook’s assistant 
and kitchen boy, a waterfront director, Craft teacher 
and Nature instructor give the campers good well bal- 
anced meals. The camp is popular and filled to capacity 
and we’ve been fortunate to get some surplus com- 
modities. Counselors and leaders give their services which 
makes it possible to operate for the $11 fee when all other 
camps charge from $17 to 50 a week.

Teen age Youths took part in 17 tours as follows: 
60 went on Teen Tour to Boston open to all High 
School age girls. 
480 visited one of following places at the Derry and 
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Exeter Roundups— Exeter Newsletter Print Shop, 
Dot’s and Studleys Flower Shop, Derry and Exeter 
Hospitals, Cotton Mills, Fremont Dairy, Turkey 
Farm, Brick Yard, Electric Company. 

28 Dairy boys went on Dairy Tour. 

21 went to Eastern States.

In submitting our annual report, we would like to call 
attention to a new financial page, headed “Farming 
Operations Break-Down’”’. The reason for the inclusion 
of this new break-down is that previous to this year, 
we have shown only the cash receipts and cash disburse- 
ments in accordance with the recommendations of the 
State Tax Commission. In reporting the farming opera- 
tions on this cash basis, considering only the difference 
between the actual cash disbursements and receipts, no 
value was placed on the produce raised and used within 
the institution, thereby making it appear that the farm 
was operating at a loss. The new financial sheet now 
shows the actual farm expenditures, such as taxes, in- 
surance, gasoline, etc., also crediting it with the produce 
raised and supplied to the institution. These figures are 
obtained on as nearly accurate a basis as possible, without 
setting up a cost accounting system, the cost of which 
is prohibitive. The value placed on the farm produce is 
calculated by taking the average wholesale price through- 
out the year. In the 1950 report, considering the cash 
receipts and cash disbursements, would lead one to 
believe that the farm operated at a loss of $7,743.12, how- 
ever when a break-down of the farming operations is 
made, it shows a credit balance of $4,865.81 to the farm. 
The farming operations break-down included in this 
report for the year of 1951 shows a credit balance to 
the farm of $13,465.33. We feel that the inclusion of 
this new sheet is a step forward in attempting to present 
a more complete picture of the actual farming operations. 
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In closing our report we would like to say that in 
general the operation of the institution has been very 
satisfactory throughout the past year, and we would 
like to express our thanks for the fine cooperation and 
guidance of the County Commissioners in the ad- 
ministration of the institution. 


We would also like to commend our employees and 
the Doctor for their fine spirit of cooperation and 
willingness to do their part at all times. 


We also wish to extend sincere appreciation to the 
many friends and organizations who have contributed in 
the way of personal visits, donations of reading material, 
gifts at Christmas and participation in religious services, 
which all helps to such a great degree in bolstering the 
morale of the institution.
